The three month period of the suspension requested in the Request for Continued 
Examination of October 31, 2007, has now expired. 

Newly submitted claim 10 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of inserting three fixation elements via a cannula, 
classified in class 606, subclass 61. 

II. Claim 10, drawn to a method of inserting a bone screw with an insertion tool and 
a cannula, classified in class 606, subclass 73. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require the direct vision step and does not require the 
negative limitation pertaining to the K-wire. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
anchoring a spinal fusion cage or treating a fracture in one of the vertebra. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 
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(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Since Applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 10 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. Attention is directed to 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The Applicant's remarks of October 31, 2007, have been considered. The Applicant is 
apparently relying on parent U.S. application serial number 09/815,693 to establish an effective 
invention date of March 23, 2001 (or earlier). However, the Applicant fails to provide a chart (in 
a manner prescribed by the Office action of September 25, 2006) for all pending claims and fails 
to directly address the examiner's conclusions as set forth on page 2, line 1, through page 4, line 
3, of the final Office action mailed on January 26, 2007. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Davison et 

al, WO 02/09801 Al : Figures 5 and 29-38; page 18, line 9, through page 19, line 1; page 54, 

lines 5-18; page 60, lines 1-20; page 61, line 18, through page 62, line 10; etc. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14.
